Pavarotti's first teacher 

Arrigo Pola (5 July 1919 — 3 November 1999) was an Italian tenor who had an 
active international performance career during the 1940s through the 1960s. 
After, he embarked on a second career, as a celebrated voice teacher in 

both Italy and Japan. In 1954, while practicing his second career as a voice 


teacher, he was approached by a baker named Fernando Pavarotti to ask him if 
his son Luciano's tenor voice was good enough for training as a professional 
opera singer. Pola auditioned the young Luciano and immediately recognized 
that he was in the presence of a superb talent. As the family was poor, he offered 
to teach Luciano without pay for an hour every day for three years. Pavarotti, 
later on in life quoted 

"Were it not for my dear teacher Arrigo Pola, I would not be what I am today."
